SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act. 1963 (38 of 1963), the Port 
Trust Board hereby makes the following amendment regulations 

I, Short Title 

These Regulations may be called the Madras Port Tmst Employees’ (Medical Attendance in the Trust’s 
Hospital and Reimbursement of Hospital Charges) (Amendment) Regulations. 

These Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. The existing Regulation 2 (7)(iii) of the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Medical Attendance m the Trust’s 
Hospital and Reimbursement of Hospital Charges) Regulations. 1994 shall be substituted as under:— 

'Regulation 2(7)(iii) 

(a) Such parents who normally reside with the employees and whose recurring income does not exceed Rs. 
500/- p m. or such linut as may be prescribed by the Board from time to time will only be regarded as 
wholly dependent on tlie employees for the purpose of free medical attendance in the Trust’s Hospital 

(b) In the case of such of those parents who normally reside with the employees and wholly dependent on them 
and nhose recurnng income exceeds the prescribed limit, they will be allowed medical treatment in the 
Trust’s Hospital on payment of prescribed charges
